ausing an irritated, inflamed and sore con- 

tion of his chest and vocal organs,’ s0 
that he was unable to sing his part in the 
opera, which caused him and the plaintiffs 
great mortification and injury.

Christian Brethren, Who Believe Period 
Will Begin in 1941, Will Cruise

Anchored in the shadow of the Mer- 
chants’ bridge, at the foot of Angelica 
street, is a modern Noah's ark, bearing 95 
members of a new religious sect, who pur- 
pose to navigate the Mississippi until the 
millennium, which they believe will begin 
within 40 years. 

This craft arrived in the _port of St. Louls 
Thursday afternoon. 

The study of astronomy and the manu- 
facture of acetylene gas and burners are 
the principal occupations of the Association 
of Christian Brethren. as the members of 
the new sect term themselves. 

The Megtddo is the name of the craft oc- 
cupied by the brethren. It is no mere house- 
boat, but a typical Misstssippi steamer, 
with twin smokestacks and a rear paddle- 
wheel. | 

““Megiddo”’ is an ancient Hebrew word for 
“the Lord of Hosts.”’ 

If the weather were favorable the breth- 
ren would remain anchored along the st. 
Louis water front for a week or more and 
hold open-air meetings. As the season 
is too far udvanced to make such a plan 
practicable, the members of the new sect 
will leave St. Louis after making a few re- 
pairs on their hoat. 

South of Cairo they will commence to 
hold meetings in the towns along the 
shore. On.their return trip in the spring 


or early summer of 1902 they will stop in

It was decided at noon Friday by the 
World's Fair National Commission that 
the matter in dispute between that body 
and the lecal mangement of the Fair nrust 
be settled by arbitration.

“When the coroner first consulted me 
about the tetanus deaths, I told him that 
I wanted an investigation which would fix 
the blame for this great calamity. I told 
him that I wanted the blame placed where 
it belonged, and that no one, no matter 
what his official position or previous stand- 
ing, should be favored. 

“IT welcomed the announcement of the 
names of three able bacteriologists, and so 
far as I know they have done their entire 
duty. But the object of the investigation 
is almost as far as ever from having been 
attained.

‘‘Hetore panning tor a new church build- 
ing, 1 haa estimates made on tne cost of 
removing the oid church from its location 
at Beaumont and Locust streets to the new 
site at the southeast corner of King's high- 
way and Washington avenue. 

“it had been suggested that it would be 
‘theaper to take tne old church apart and 
put it together again than to put up a new 
ouilding. Kut 1 found that it wou.d cost 
a8 much or more, s0 I dropped the pian. 

“The new church will be open daily for 
rest and prayer, and frequently services 
will be held. All meetings not of a distinct- 
iv religious nature, as well as the services 
uf the Sunday school, are to be otherwise 
provided for. 

‘The Sunday school building will be the 
first of its kind in this city and p ssibly in 
the West. The first story will be divided into 
rooms for the different classes, which will 
be divided according to a thorough system 
if grading, like that of the public schools. 

“On the second floor, will be a large hall, 
seating at least 1000 persons. This can be 
used for Christmas trees and other Sun- 
day school celebrations, and for entertaijn- 
ments of different kinds, as well as for 
large parish meetings. 

“The parish house, as now planned, is to 
be headquarters for old and young of the 
church and congregation. There will be a 
commodious gymnasium, with the hours for 
its use divided between men, women and 
children. There will be baths and, possibly, 
a swimming pool, with bowling alleys and 
othe rr forms of amusement. 

“Upstairs will be the reading rooms and 
library and headquarters for the organi- 
zations connected with the church, such as 
social science groups or current topics clubs. 
Parlors for receptions will also be contained 
in this building, and a three-story structure 
will be none too large for the demands 
which will be made on its space. 

“Whether the Sunday schoo! building and 
parish house will be of stone or brick has 
not been decided, and their cost is not yet 
determined. The church will be of stone. 

“Plans for the reletive location of the 
three buildings on the lot are now being 
made. The lot extends to McPherson ave- 
nue on the south, so that there will be 
room for al! the buildings.’’ 

Schuyler Memorial House, attached to 
Christ Church Cathedral, has many of the 
features which Dr. Boyd proposes to intro- 
duce in bis parish house. Some of the larg- 
er Catholic Churches of the city have so- 
dality halls devoted, to similar purposes.

“St. Louis has changed within the past 
six months,’’ Mr. Hammett told the Post- 
Dispatch. “‘When I was last here I nvo- 
ticed vacant stores occasionally in walk- 
ing about the streets and ‘for rent’ signs 
passing through the residence sec- 
tions. Now, things are different. There 
are no for rent signs. At least, 1 have 
hardly any, and instead of vacant 
residences I see new houses and {flats 
Springing up on every side. 

“It means that St. Louis is growing; 
that the advance guard of the persons 
whom the World’s Fair will bring to St. 
Louis is coming in. If every section of 
the world sends as many people to the 
Falr as Texas promises to I don’t know 
where St. Louis is going to put them all. 
[I haven't met a single man down in Texas 
who hasn't said he is coming to the St. 
Louis Fair. 

“At the time of the Chicago Fair finan- 
cial conditions were not favorable and 
many Texans who would otherwise have 
gone remained away. But conditions are 
different now and Texas will have a 
wholesale representation at the St. Louis 
Falr. 

“One thing New St. Louls needs, I think, 
is more hotels. The hotels here are all 
crowded now, apparently. With the in- 
creased number of visitors there will cer- 
tainly be need of several addtional ho- 
tels. 

“But, of course, what St. Louls needs 
more than anything else is better streets, 
From what I read in the newspapers I un- 
derstand St. Louis is going to get them.
